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SPECIFICATION FOR ANKLE BOLT FOR SACH FOOT 

(Incorporating Amendment Nos. 1 & 2) 
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1. Scope — Dimensional and other requirements for ankle bolt for SACH foot. 

2. Shape and Dimensions — As shown in Fig. 1 or 2. 

2.1 A deviation of ± 2.5 percent shall be permitted on all dimensions. 

3. Material 

3.1 Screw and Nut — The material for bolt and nut shall be in accordance with IS : 1363-1967 
'Specification for black hexagon bolts, nuts and locknuts (diameter 6 to 39 mm) and black hexagon 
screws (diameter 6 to 24 mm) ( first revision )'. 

3.2 Plain and Locking Washer — Low carbon steel. 

3.3 Spring Washer — Steel conforming to IS : 4072-1975 'Specification for steel for spring washers 
( first revision )'. 

4. Workmanship and Finish — The components shall be free from cracks, burrs, pits and other 
defects. There shall be no sharp edges on any component. The threads shall be cleanly cut. 

5. Marking — Each bolt shall be marked with the manufacturers name, initial or recognized 
trade-mark. 

5.1 ISI Certification Marking — Details available with Indian Standards Institution. 

6. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the manufacturer.
